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SECOND PROSTITUTE MURDER 


INEAD Kelly is the second prostitute to 
ie at the hands of a frenzied killer inside 
the space of 18 months. 

On December 29, 1996, Sri Lankan-born 
vice girl Belinda Pereira was murdered in her 
brothel flat near Dublin's Ha'penny Bridge. 

he pretty 21-year-old was beaten about 
e head with a claw hammer and left 
with horrific injuries. 

Belinda, who operated a £150-an-hour sex 
service, worked the upmarket end of the vice 
trade, while Sinead walked the beat, charging 
clients just enough to get her next heroin fix. 

i also had a drug problem and spent 
of her earnings on cocaine. In the 
end both girls died servicing their addictions. 


IN 18 MONTHS 


Garda have hunted in vain for Belinda's 
killer and the inquest into her death has been 
postponed while the search continues. 
suspect, a pimp, fled Ireland shortly 
the murder and is understood to be in 
England. The weapon used to kill Belinda has 
never been found, despite extensive searches.
